alking into a local supermarket this past 

weekend, the weather having shaken off 
the last vestiges of winter chill and the crowds 
flowing in from points west, conjured thoughts of 
summertime Fridays. Although the energy in the 
air was more subdued than what we’ve come to 
expect from the influx that makes the Hamptons 
and the North Fork such a beehive of activity in the 
summer months, there was a tangible electricity 
nonetheless.

THE FINDING 

Every year, Hamptons Subway celebrates the 
birth of Ivan Kratz, the founder of the subway, 
his release from prison in 1938 and the “finding” 
of the fully built Hamptons subway system 
underground on March 20, 2006. That is this 
Friday this year. 

No one knew there was a subway system under 
the Hamptons in 2006. But a company called 
Barnett Construction had been working for 
almost a year digging up a giant Superfund Site in 
back of the Sag Harbor post office when, one day, 
workman Alvin Barkley hit some dome-shaped 
object eight feet underground with his shovel. 
Trying to dig around it, he broke through it instead 
and discovered that 10 feet below was a subway 
platform, complete with turnstiles, tracks, token 
booths and stairways. The name SAG HARBOR 
was inlaid in a yellow brick wall. 


Barkley called his boss and his boss. called 


the Mayor, who was Fred Friendly at that time. 
Lowering men and electric golf carts, courtesy 
of the Noyac Golf Club, it was soon learned that 
this subway station was part of a vast system of 
24 stops from Westhampton Beach and Montauk. 

Mayor Friendly swore everyone to secrecy until 
he could sort it out, and he soon learned that a 
New York City builder named Ivan Kratz, long 
gone from the scene, had made millions building 
the Lexington Avenue Subway for the City of New 
York by double-ordering the materials, billing 
the city and hiding the extra in a group of Staten 
Island warehouses. 

Soon, the feds were on his trail. As he was 
friends with developer Carl Fisher—who in 1925 
began building a summer resort at Montauk— 
he offered Fisher a free subway system. Fisher 
jumped at the chance, hiring Kratz for what he 
told the feds was a “sewer and drainage project.” 

The work then proceeded for four years, at 
which time Fisher, just before announcing his 
development had a subway, lost his fortune in 
the Crash of 1929. Kratz was caught up in this too 
and went to jail, but never told anybody about a 
Hamptons Subway system. It remained unknown 
until that fateful day of March 20, 2006, when 


Alvin Barkley hit it with his shovel. 

And the rest is history. 

Some interesting facts about the system. 
Hamptons Subway has transported 13 million 
passengers since 2006, including thousands of 
celebrities. There are 24 stops on the system, but 
two of them remain unused. They are Montauk 
Manor and Montauk Surf Club. The Surf Club 
washed away in 1986, and the Manor is now 
a coop. The subway stop at Montauk is called 
“Montauk Beach,” because that is what Fisher 
named his soon-to-fail resort. 

Kratz died in 1956 and his estate was willed 
equally to his 17 children, who could not agree on 
what to do with a hidden subway system. After 
2006, it was auctioned off to a consortium of East 
End business owners and celebrities. Many of 
them have names like Carl Icahn, Jerry Seinfeld 
and Madonna. Of course, they get prominent 
placement in the Down in the Tube column in our 
Hamptons Subway Newsletter. They also ease 
lifetime free passes. @&

FERRETING OUT CRIME 

The Hamptons Police Department announced 
the addition of 14 highly trained ferrets to the 
force this week. All former pets rescued from 
neglectful homes around the East End and 
points west on Long Island, the ferrets will take 
on simple work to start, such as handing out 
parking tickets and finding lost citizens. But they 
will begin officer training school on Monday to 
learn more advanced duties, including hostage 
negotiation, DWI checks and the recapture of 
escaped prisoners. They will also track down 
criminals with warrants who fail to appear 
in court. 

According to HPD spokesman Rex 
Gallant, a variety of uniforms are currently 
being tailored to fit the 14 ferrets, each 
representing their individual roles on the police 
force. All of the uniforms will include a Ferret 
Animal Response Team patch to differentiate 
them from any of their human counterparts. 
No ferret will be given a gun, but Gallant 
says their claws and teeth are “all the arms 
they need.”

The spokesman also noted that taxpayers 
needn’t worry about these 14 additional officers. 
No member of the Ferret Animal Response 
Team will receive a paycheck. Instead, the small 
mammals will be awarded plenty of food and 
cedar chips in their plush housing unit, which is 
located within Hamptons Police Department’s 
new R&R facility in Montauk. 

Residents should start seeing the ferrets out 
on the beat as early as next week. They will 
begin taking on the more complex jobs following 
training, which is expected to be completed 
by June. 


SWAT TEAM TAKES OUT SIGNAGE PERPS 

Hamptons Police Department SWAT officers 
raided a local office building last sien for 
“flagrantly disobeying signage 
laws” by displaying a “Watch 
Your Step” sign screwed onto the 
wall above their front door. 

During the raid, SWAT team 
members descended upon the 
small East Hampton office 
complex and quickly pulled 
down the offending 6” x 8” sign, 
which warned entrants in full 
opposition of existing statutes. 
Officers arrested building owner 
Hamish Klerk in full view of 
customers and pedestrians on 
the sidewalk outside. 

“Listen, I know some will say 
this was an overreaction, but 
we're trying not to let things

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Police spokesman Rex Gallant said on Monday.

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The Daring Attempt to Climb All the Way to the Top 
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ho can forget Tensing Narsik and his climb up 

to the top of the Walking Dunes in Napeague? 
The year was 1911, and that July he came out to the 
Hamptons from his native Finland to attempt what 
was, until that time, the impossible. 

I presume you are familiar with the Walking 
Dunes. Today you can read about them on all 
East End tourist attraction websites. The wind 
blows north to south and the sand atop the dunes 
is pushed up one side and down the other, thus 
moving the peak as much as five feet a year in a 
southerly direction. The next year, it might blow 
from south to north so the sand all gets blown back. 
You can, if you want, trudge the 400 feet up to the 
top and enjoy the view. 

But that’s not what the Walking Dunes were 
like in 1911. They were so high back then that the 
peak was shrouded in clouds 12 months a year. No 
one had ever climbed to the top. And so therefore 
nobody knew how high the peak was. Perhaps it was 
even higher than Mount Everest. 

And then, in 1911, there came to New York the 
celebrated Finnish climber Tensing Narsik. 

Narsik, who was 26 and in peak physical condition, 
arrived aboard the ocean liner Olympic—the sister 
ship to the Titanic that would hit an iceberg and 
sink the following year—and he spent a week in 
Manhattan, gathering up gear, buying supplies and 
giving interviews to the reporters of all the daily 
newspapers in that city—the New York Herald, the 
Times, the Journal and the Post and more than a 
dozen others. 

One memorable interview he gave was on the 
sidewalk in front of Abercrombie & Fitch, the noted 
athletic supply clothing store in Manhattan. He 
stood ramrod straight to his full six-foot-five height. 
His long blond hair blew in the wind. 

“Tt will take days,” he said. “Maybe weeks or even 
months. But I am ready. There is no mountain on 
earth, even a sand mountain, which I cannot climb.” 

Although Narvik spoke very loud and thus was 
easy to hear, he also spoke very fast and only 
in Finnish, so much of what he said never got 
translated or scribbled down onto reporter pads. But 
the paragraph above is, in retrospect, approximately 
all of what he said as best as can be determined. 

Of course, at all these interviews, Narsik wore 
around his neck the five gold medals he had won 
for his climbs at the Olympic Games in prior years. 
Climbing was an Olympic sport back then in 1911. 

Telephones, a new invention, had been installed 
in most big cities in America by this time, but 
none had yet made it to eastern Long Island. A 
few years earlier, though, a man named Marconi 
built this enormous 300-foot-tall steel tower in 
Napeague, still there today, from which messages 
could be transmitted around the world and out 
to ships at sea by operators tapping out dots and 
dashes on an electrical key from inside the small 
building adjacent to the tower. Indeed, the Olympic, 
bringing Narvik to New York on its maiden voyage, 


‘ had sailed to New York Harbor guided by Morse 


code messages. 
Anyway, Narsik said at another of these interviews 
that beginning on the second = (CONTINUED ON PAGE 22)

night of his ascent and every night thereafter, he 
would communicate via Marconi’s new Morse 
Code with the outside world. One of his three 
“Bonackers,” as he referred to the East Hampton 
locals he had hired, would be lugging the first-ever 
portable Morse Code machine along the ascent. 
It weighed 55 pounds and cranking it 50 turns 
would give him 20 seconds of tapping. He would 
tap long or short signals for those brief moments 
at 9 p.m., local time. His updates would be read 
to the reporters out front of the 
Marconi building. So they'd get 
their stories. 

Marconihimselfstood alongsid 
Narsik when Narsik made this 
announcement. Marconi was 
much smaller than Narsik, but 
nevertheless he smiled and bowed 
when introduced. 

Norsik and his Bonackers began 
the climb on the rainy morning 
of Monday, July 9, 1911. At 
exactly 9 p.m., he tapped out his 
first report. 

“Still raining. Spirits are high. 
We've made camp at 12,423 
feet. Blisters. Rain coming down 
in briskets.” 

The reporters 
meant “buckets.” 

On the second and third nights, more messages 
came through, including a report of swarms of 
wasps at their camp. He indicated his altitudes 
as 15,833 and 19,411, respectively. But then, after 
that, for three straight evenings there were no 
further messages. The reporters were concerned

on the first night of silence, then alarmed at the 
second and third. 

The next afternoon at 4 p.m., the reporters were 
informed that a message was coming in. They 
came running over to the Marconi building. 

“Many white wolves,” was the tap. And that was 
it. The reporters were in a frenzy. What had he 
meant? Maybe he meant “wools?” It was known 
he had headed up wearing three sweaters made of 
special kinds of wools. And how high was he? 

The next night, at the regular 
time, Narsik tapped out 
“Binnickers Coming Down. 
Slashing sleet storm. Snow 
sideways. And crickets.” And 
again, there was no indication 


of the altitude. 
Indeed, the next day the 
three Bonackers, empty 


handed, arrived down at the 
Napeague Harbor Road base 
camp, huffing and puffing— 
it is so much faster coming 
down than going up—to 
report that indeed they had 
encountered white wolves the 
previous two days. But the 
wolves were friendly and had 
jumped up into their arms and 
licked their faces, which, one of them said, “we did 
not appreciate.” 

“But we were almost at the top,” the second 
Bonacker said. “Through the blinding white snow 
storm and the packs of crickets, we got glimpses of 
it. It’s a magnificent jagged peak beneath an azure 


blue sky.” The Bonacker was being poetic. “Narsik 


went on up this morning, singing a folk song in 
Finnish, and I am sure he made it, but we were 
done, bub.” 

Bonackers usually said “bub” at the end of a 
sentence back then. 

“So we had to come down. Bub.” 

The Bonackers also said they were reading 
35,466 feet, which would make it taller than 
Everest, but then the glass on the front of the brass 
altimeter cracked and the needle inside froze. 

“So we left it there,” the second one said. 

That was the last anybody heard of Tensing 
Narsik. Or saw him. 

Six days later, his wife, who is from Norway, 
arrived, but it did no good. 

Although in subsequent years the strong winds 
kept scooting sand along and lowering the peak of 
the Walking Dunes, it wasn’t until the Hurricane 
of 1938 that, in just one blow, it got flattened to the 
modest height of the 500 feet it is today. 

Although it has been climbed many times since, 
often by the same person over and over, it is still 
truly believed that Tensing Narsik, on or about 
July 13, 1911, climbed higher above sea level than 
anyone ever did before or since. After all, there is 
no place on Earth higher than the top of Mount 
Everest, or, for that brief geological time for 
however long it was, the top of the Walking Dunes 
in Napeague. 

In 2017, a vicious windstorm slashed along the 
shoulder of the Walking Dune, and amidst swarms 
of wasps and crickets, an old leather climbing 
shoe was “coughed up” from just beneath the 
current peak, but it doesn’t appear to have been 
Narsik’s size. 

But nobody knows for sure.

HONORING the ARTIST 


This Week's Cover Artist: Chew Huneke 


heryl Huneke discusses the inspiration for her 

lovely portrait of the Montauk Lighthouse— 
which has a personal meaning to her—her artistic 
process, Montauk’s beauty and more. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

My inspiration was initially sparked when my 
husband and I first dated and he drove me out 
to Montauk Point and introduced me for the 
first time to the town and the lighthouse. I was 
amazed and in awe of it at first sight, and I took 
lots of photographs of the lighthouse that day, 
which inspired me back then to do an acrylic 
on canvas painting of the lighthouse. After we 
married, my husband and I revisited Montauk 
on numerous anniversary getaway trips to enjoy 
the unique town and its amazing lighthouse. 
On each trip back to Montauk, I took countless 
photos of the lighthouse, its grounds and beaches 
surrounding it from many different angles and 
perspectives. I finally chose a particular photo I 
took during a recent visit that inspired me again 
to paint the unique Montauk lighthouse in a 
watercolor medium. 


Where do you find inspiration for your work in 
general? 

I find inspiration for my artwork all around 
me. In other artists and their work, my family 
and friends, nature, animals and many of Long 
Island’s towns and beaches, along with pop 


culture, movies, actors and singers 
have all motivated me at one time 
or another to create my artwork 
in several art mediums; pencil, 
colored pencil, watercolor, pen and 
ink or a combination of them. 


Talk about your artistic art 
process. 

My artistic process starts with 
a thought or an idea to create 
something that “moves” me / 
or “speaks to me” and sparks 
inspiration inside me to recreate 
it in an art form. I then begin my 
sketching process in pencil to try 
and put on paper my idea to see 
if I can reproduce what I have in my mind onto 
paper. Once I get my preliminary sketch on paper 
and I am happy with it, I decide what medium to 
use—pencil, watercolor, colored pencil, pen and 
ink or a combination of them. I transfer my final 
sketch onto the specific art paper needed for the 
artwork medium I am going to complete. 

I then work on the piece anywhere from one 
or more hours at a time over a period of days 
or weeks, depending on the size and medium I 
have chosen for the piece. Each art piece requires 
individual time and attention as inspiration takes 
over and I am “artistically motivated” from inside 
myself to work on and complete my art piece. 


When I feel the piece is basically 
done, I leave it for a few hours or 
a day or so and then come back 
to it and look it over to see if I am 
- totally happy with the artwork or if 
, I feel I have to add something else 
to complete the piece. 


What does the Montauk 
Lighthouse mean to you? 

The Montauk Lighthouse means 
to me to be one of the most 
amazing places on Long Island. 
Because of its historic background, 
amazing location, view of the ocean 
and its architectural features, we 
have returned there many times 
over the years and I have taken numerous 
photographs—each one is a unique inspired view 
of this landmark. It will always have a special 
place in my heart for me as the first lighthouse my 
husband and I went and discovered together and 
it brought us closer together with our mutual love 
of the town and its lighthouse. The inspiration 
to create my watercolor of the lighthouse was 
motivated by one of my photographs taken on 
one of our recent trips there.

Binge Watches: Netflix Dramas Wouxth Discovering 


| hes Enders are doing the right thing by practicing 
social distancing and self-quarantine in light of 
the coronavirus (COVID-19) outbreak. Perhaps one 
of the few rewards is this guilt-free chance to catch up 
on some great streaming television. Most know about 
the popular shows that win awards, get great press and 
dominate that bygone tradition of water cooler chatter, 
like The Mandalorian, Fleabag and Stranger Things, 
to name a scant few. But what happens after you’ve 
seen all the big-name shows? Well, we have your an- 
swer—try watching these lesser known, excellent se- 
ries, and visit DansPapers.com (search: Netflix, Hulu 
and/or Amazon Prime) to find many more lists of great 
TV, new and old, you probably never knew existed. 
Wentworth - Seasons I-7 (2013-2019) Netflix 
Everyone likes Orange Is the New Black’s mostly light- 
hearted look at women in prison, some of which was 
shot right here in Riverhead. For those seeking a more 
dramatic take on the topic, Australian hit Wentworth 
is far darker, but it will absolutely fit the bill. Separated 
from her daughter and awaiting sentencing for the at- 
tempted murder of her abusive husband, first-time 
prisoner Bea Smith (Danielle Cormack) must learn to 
make her way within the power structure of her new 
home.

Going the Social Distance on the East End 


ith COVID-19 cases on the rise, the Centers for 

Disease Control (CDC) and other agencies are 
recommending “social distancing,” the practice of 
limiting social interaction to minimize the spread of 
disease. It encompasses events such as large (think 
concerts and museums) and small (think parties and 
plays) and actions such as avoiding handshaking and 
hugs, and driving instead of taking mass transit. Social 
distancing is the reason that people are working from 
home, schools are closed, and non-essential medical 
visits may be canceled. It may seem like an introvert’s 
dream and an extrovert’s nightmare, but either way, 
it is critically important to ensure that the most 
vulnerable among us don’t get sick. To most young, 
healthy individuals who will develop a mild case of 
COVID-19, it will seem like the common cold. Some 
of these people may not even have symptoms. But, 
here’s the dangerous part...it doesn’t matter how well 
you feel, if you have the virus, you can pass it along to 
others who may not be as lucky. 

With the summer season starting a bit early in 
the Hamptons, both in terms of unseasonably warm 
weather and groups of Manhattanites who have 
headed east for some respite, what are the best ways to 
accomplish social distancing on the East End? 

First, accept that it’s the safest and most responsible 
option! Whether you are in a low-risk group or 
have some high-risk factors (i.e. people older than 
70 years of age, those with lung disease, diabetes or 
immunocompromised states), social distancing is the 
best way to keep everyone safe. COVID-19 is now 
documented to have “community spread”—meaning 
that people are getting infected with COVID-19 without 
a known exposure. Enough people in our communities 
who are infected and probably don’t know (or have 
chalked their symptoms up to a cold) can be infecting 
other people, who may be at higher risk. The mortality 
risk for those over the age of 80 is as high as 15%. 

What does this mean in real life? Just because schools 
are closed, this is not the time to arrange playdates and 
outings for your children. Use the opportunity to stay 
home and spend time with your kids, rely on distance/ 


remote learning options arranged by your child’s 
school. While children seem to have the mildest cases, 
they are often in contact with those in the highest risk 
group (such as their grandparents, who are filling in for 
child care needs in the absence of school). 

If you can, work from home, or go in only when it’s 
essential. This will help protect your neighbors who 
don’t have that luxury, such as first responders and 
health care providers. When you do have to go to the 
office, make sure to clean shared surfaces—COVID-19 
can live on hard surfaces for days—and try to stagger 
the time you and your co-workers are in the building 
at the same time. If you are able to stay home, it’s 
not the time to get together with your friends for an 
impromptu brunch, book club or happy hour. The 
same rules for kids apply to adults as well. It’s time 
to stay home, communicate electronically, and finish 
those lingering home improvement and organizational 
projects on your to-do list. 

Second, be understanding of new rules and 
guidelines. Most hospitals, including the ones 
on the East End, are only allowing visitors for 
hospitalized children and in other rare circumstances, 
and most medical facilities are requesting that patients 
don’t bring extra people to appointments, unless they 
are physically unable to attend without a support 
person. As frustrating as it may be, try to remember 
that these are not rules designed to be hostile or 
isolating—it is simply the medical community’s way 
of trying to stem the tide of a dangerous illness. Same 
thing applies to new restrictions on volunteers—while 
you are always deeply appreciated, social distancing 
is a way of protecting both you and those you serve. 
Find new ways to help, whether it’s remotely 
or financially. 

Third, be mindful of what you need and plan ahead. 
Find out what provisions your pharmacy, local stores, 
and favorite restaurants have made to make your 
life safer. Take advantage of free medication delivery 
services, special supermarket hours for senior citizens, 
and curbside pick-up for meals. By doing this, you can 
continue to support the East End’s small businesses, 


without making your neighbors sick (or getting sick 
yourself). While you're out, be mindful of what you’re 
touching (i.e. potentially contaminated surfaces...and 
your own face). Use store-provided wipes or bring 
your own to clean shopping cart handles and other 
commonly handled surfaces. Wash your hands when 
you get home—and remember to make sure your 
children do the same. And, if you’re fortunate enough 
to have what you need at home, please don’t go out! 

Fourth, remember that it’s still okay to be outdoors. 
Even though it’s not safe to go to your regular gym, 
buying a spin bike or treadmill is not the only option! 
Walking, jogging or cycling is perfectly safe—especially 
when done on your own. If you’re headed for a beach 
or park, try to choose hours that are less busy and likely 
to be less crowded, and keep your distance from others 
enjoying the same thing. Again, wash your hands as 
soon as you get home! 

Fifth, if you’re sick, please stay home and 
contact your primary care doctor. Your doctor can 
help assess your symptoms and help you figure out 
the best place to go for help. You may be sent to a 
triage center at a local hospital, the emergency room 
or other locations. If you are sick, please avoid others 
and remember to cough and sneeze into your elbow or 
tissue. Frequent hand washing, use of alcohol-based 
hand sanitizers, cleaning of high-touch surfaces, and 
avoidance of touching your face can help stop the 


spread of COVID-19.

Real Estate Amid Coxrconavwuts 


G66 Our phones have been ringing off the hook.” The 
statement from Alan Schnurman of Saunders & 
Associates may, at first glance, feel surprising 

amid other news about the impact of Covid-19. But 
East End real estate has been seeing a flurry of activity, 
particularly over the past week, as the Hamptons 
and the North Fork offer an escape and a sense of 
relative calm. “People are fearful. They are fleeing the 
city seeking safety for their families. The Hamptons 
has always been and will always be a safe and 
secure environment.” 

With coronavirus news and restrictions changing 
multiple times a day at this point, people are coming 
to the Hamptons and the North Fork much earlier 
than would occur in a normal pre-summer season. Of 
course, things are anything but normal at this moment, 
and local real estate is providing something of a haven, 
with what many viewed as a strong start to the year not 
weakening, necessarily as morphing in the moment. 

“Prior to recent events, we were having, in my 
opinion, it was an excellent sale and rental market,” 
says Gary DePersia of The Corcoran Group.

Indeed, the way homes are shown and viewed is 
evolving to keep up with implementations of social 
distancing and other approaches to ensure health and 
safety. Open houses being put on hold, brokers are 
doing in-person showings on a case-by-case basis and 
everyone is turning more and more to the digital realm. 

“We had our first virtual listing presentation through 
FaceTime last week,” says Tim Morabito of Compass. 
“In addition, instead of hosting open houses, we are 
offering virtual open houses as well as virtual tours for 
inquiries on homes.” 

“The biggest change I’ve seen in conducting business 
over the past two weeks has primarily been the social 
aspect of the real estate business,” notes Christopher 
Burnside of Brown, Harris, Stevens. “I’m not driving 
customers in my car or shaking hands. I am keeping 
a distance that is safe for everyone. I have become 
quite efficient doing walk-through videos and Zoom 
meetings.” 

Even before coronavirus, habits had been changing, 
so renters and buyers were already getting used to 
virtual interactions, as were brokers. “Half of the 
customers are not even coming out, they are using

the photos on the site and my guidance to take 
one property over the other,” says Halstead Real 
Estate’s Timothy O’Connor, noting that the immediacy 
become modus. operandi. “Since last 
Wednesday after President Trump spoke on national 
TV, the short-term tenant with immediate occupancy 
has taken off. Everyone wants to be in this week. 
It has and will continue to be great demand over the 
next few weeks.” 

“Rentals are off the charts, and full-season or longer 
dominate for the first time in years,” says Town & 
Country Real Estate CEO Judi Desiderio. “Sales are 
on a divided fork in the road—some buyers have now 
accelerated the process and their desire to own a piece 
of East End dirt, and others got caught with their 
money to buy a home in the stock market, so they may 
be pumping the breaks.” 

“I have had limited interest in sales, though 
still am working with active buyers who are not 
afraid of the financial market, seeing this as a 
good time to buy,” notes Maria Cunneen of Compass, 
who believes that people need to keep in mind “that 
home valuations will remain strong after we recover 
from this. The notion of having a place out here to 
retreat to from the city specifically will forever hold 
tremendous value.” 

Thomas McClusky of Douglas Elliman concurs. “The 
United States is the most resilient country on the 
planet. The underlying economics of the real estate 
market on the East End were good, personal debt was 
low and home equity was high, unlike 2007 to 2009. 
The economy was very strong prior to coronavirus. I 
anticipate that once this is under control, the economy, 
jobs and prosperity will come back quickly.” 1
